From Vienna the 2 of March. 


Al moneth went his Imperiall Maie- 
AN ſtie carcly in the morning about 
£7 ſixe ofthe clocke towards Lsx- 

emburg with ſleds , and returned 
with them to the Court towards. 
the euening. 

The 25 of the ſame moneth,his Maieſly heard the 
diuine ſeruice by the Auguſtine Fryers : Anda lew 
of 14. yearcs of age was chriſtened in the Church of 
Saint Michael, The ſame day went here alſo a 
yong Gentleman with two Gentlewomen and diuers 
minſtrels, being all masked in ſleds abroad, and rode 
by day-lightthroughthe ſtreets withour any reſpect 
of the Lent : whereunpon it happened that ſome 
papes, and other ſeruancs of Lords, and Gentlemen 
metthem in aplace called the Lords-ſtreet, and ftopt 
there their paſſage, and afterwards having made 
them to ſtand ſtill, they tooke rhe horſes from the 
ſleds, and their maskes or viſars from their faces, as 
likewiſe their weapons from their ſides, and broake

them againſt the walls in peeces; And the Gentle- 
man himſelfe is hercupon pur in priſon. EE. > 

To day ariucd here alſo the Lord of Slawats to 
treat about the confiſcated goods in Bohemia. 


The 26 of che ſame moneth,there were Proclama- 
tions affixed, which forbid in the name of the Em- 
perour,to raiſe the coyne againſtthe former Procla- 
mations,or to change it at any higher rate. 

This day was the Imperiall propoſition made for 
the Land-day,or generall Meeting of the lower 4#- 
#ria : And firſt ofallthe Chancelour ofthe Court 
ſhewed in an exccllent and learned ſpeech,the fingu- 
lar affe&ion, and loue which his Imperiall Maicfty 
beareth ro this Land, and the foure ſeuerall States , 
(or ſorrs of perſons : ) as likewiſe how that the pro- 
ſperity, welfarc, and ſafety ofthis Land, concerneth 
more to his Maieſty, then the preſeruation, and wel- 
fare of all his otherhereditary Kingdomes & Coun- 
tries. And thereupen hee ſhewed alſo vpon what 
occaſton this generall Mecting was appointed, and 
alledged amongſt other reaſons, that it was to pre- 
uent intime the feared encinic of the Chriſtianame. 
Andlaſt of all, vpon the delivery ofthe Articles, hee 
exhorted the States alſo to conſider them ripely, and 
ro make 2 commendable reſolution. | 

The Chancelor hauing ended, his Imperiall Ma- 
ieftice made alſo aſhorr and excellent ſpeech, 'which 
tended tothe ſameeffet. Hereupon roſe the Lord 
Seyfrid Breiner (who is thechiefe Commander and

Marſhall in the Lower Auſtria)and gaue his Imperi- 
all Maieſty thankes, in the name of the foure States 
afore mentioned, for his fingular affeion,loue, and 
care which he hath borne continually ro them, and 
the -Country, and hee ſpecified and related alſo at 
large the many benefits and rare fauours his Maicſtie 
hath granted tothe Land. And atthe end he exhor- 
red his Maicſty to goe on with his victories (with 
whom God had cuery waies and at all times bleſſed 
him) and promiſed in the name of the foure States 
that they wil according to their power and ability aſ- 
| res him to the ſame cffe both with their means and 
lood, 

Laſt of all, the foure States kiſſed the hands of 
his Maieſty, and went thereupon from the Court to- 
wards the houſe which is appointed forthcir general 
Mecting,or Parliament,and cauſed the Articles there 

to beread , which are as followeth : | 
Firſt, His Maicfty demanderh the double Gilder, 
which amounts to 1 38000 Florins (each Florin a- 
mounts to three thillings ſterling) for this year 1624, 
with all the conditions as in former time haue beenc 
adimitred,and delireth alſo to reſerue the diſpoſition 
of themto himſelfe. As likewiſe, that the reformati- 

on of Raberffat be put in praftice. | 
Secondly, That the States would bee pleaſed to 
maintaine 4000 foor, and 1090 horſe, during the 
war and commotion. And onthe other fide, his Im- 
periall Maicſy is pleaſed, that the States diſmiſſe all 
theic Souldiers, except fiue thouſand men, 
| | Thirdly, 
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Thitdly, Thatto continuethe Peace with th 
Turke, andto ſend preſents vnto him and other his 
miniſters, the States would be pleaſed to eontribure 
or' raiſe 450000 florins. And his Maiefty will on the 
other {ide,to make them more able to bring this mo- 
ny vp. raiſe the price of ſome viQualls in their Pre. 
cinas. 

Fourthly, That there may be giuen fifteene thou. 
ſand florins, to ſtrengthen and repaire the walls and 
fortifications of Yierna. And cuery fifty houſes 
ſhould morcouer maintaine ſome ſouldiers, during 
the time of ſix moneths, » 

Fiftly, That ten thouſand Florins may be allowed 
for the fortifications of Raab. | 

Sixtly, That likewiſe ten thouſand florins be giuen 
towards the new building at Nzſſdorf, and the main- 
renance ofthe Danubins, and that the States may 
appoint ſome Commirrtees,to afſiſt the Imperiall mi. 
niſters in the direction of the building at Nnſſdorf; 
or cauſe it otherwiſe to bee made attheir owne ex- 
PEnces. 

Seauenthly, That the States may bee pleaſed to 
conſult how to defend the Country in the beſt man. 
ner by new fortifications, and to be at the charges of 
them ynrill they be finiſhed- 

Eighthly, Thatthe States may be pleaſed to main- 
raine for the ſpace of fix moncths, | a hundred Wa- 
gons, cachof them being furniſhed with foure hors 
ſes, to cary the artillery, munition, and other proyi- 


ſion.

Ninthly, That the Land-table (which lrach con: 
tinually at all generall Meetings been demanded,and 
is abooke, as doomes booke, (which is here at Lon- 
don keptinthe Tower) may bee ſhewne without a- 
ny further entreaty : And thatlikewiſe good lawes , 
and policike orders, and Statutes may be enacted. 

\ Tenthly, Thar the States will alſo conſult and 
deuiſe, how they may inthe beſtmanner diuert the 
dearth, which is yet daily encreafing, and to make 
a generall tax of the victualls , and eſpecially of the 
graines. | 

This ſame day fate his Imperiall Maieſty, yet after 
dinner, in Councell atthe Court. Andthe 27 he did 
aliothelike, and gaue audicnce to his Councell of 
warre. | 

The cight and twentieth of the ſame moneth, 
were here brought ſome intercepted Letters, which 
Bethelem Gabor had written to the Baſha of Offer, to 
cauſc him to rife againe againſt our Emperour. And 
although the States of Hungary would wiſh his Ma- 
teſty to conclude peace with Bethelem Gabor,euen vp- 
on preiudicial condirions,neuertheleflc it is thought 
that the Emperor willſccke cofecure himſelfeby the 
way of Armes. | | 

This day were all the Hungarian States and Lords 
appointed to meet at the Councell table, and as it is 
rumoured, the waris concluded ;there, againſt the 
200d liking of many. And his Imperiall Maicfty hath 

refolued thereuponto ſend with the firſt ſeaſonable 
weather, allhis forces he hath im Bohemia, and Mo-' 
rauia

rauia into Hungary. And there are already many 
Hungarians comming to this city to have ſafeguard,

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And although we haueno cauſc at this preſent time 
to feare any enemies , by reafon of the Armies 
which are in the neighbouring Countries, and pre- 
. tend to belong to the Emperour, ſeeing his Maie: 
ſtic hath with his Imperiall word, moſt mercifully, 
and at ſeuerall times ſecured, and aſſured vs from 
all danger of him and his, fo that I neither can nor 
may miſtruft him. Burt ſeeing we perceiue to-our 
great griefe,; that ſome our-landiſh, and forrainers 
without ſhewing of ariy command,or order, inuade” 
at their owne pleaſure and good liking, our marker 
Townes, and other Villages, and Borraighes, and 
taking their quarters in them, doe compell our op- 
prefled and poore Subiedts to pay an intollerable 
contribution, and behaue rhemſelues as open ene- 
mies. So itis that we aſwell by reaſon of our Ot- 
ficeas by our conſcience, and to ſhunne the blame 
by the Poſteritie, indge itnot conuentent for vs to 
winke at this, and to ſuffzr our ſubieCts to be annoy- 
ed againſt the lawes of all Nations. And therefore 
we will exhortyouall,novonly to aſſiſt vs with the 
houſe you are tyed to vs, but likewiſe to raiſe fo ma- 
ny more out of your free-will , and'foue to the 
_ Countrie, as you ſhall be able, eicher by your own 
_ meanes, or by your friends ro procure ( and this 
ſhall not by any manner of wayes be drawne to a- 
ny conſequence to tye you 1a other times to the 
like, that you may if occafion ſhall be offtered,bortk

Wee vnderſtand here from the Swaybreg inthe 
palatrpate, that Yerdugs hath written againe to the 
Duke for the 60. meaſures of Oates, beſides Hay 
and Straw, for the Garriſon of Leiter, and de- 
fires to haue aſmuch euery moneth; the Duke was 
once in hope that they would haue ſwarued from

And the: Landgraue of Darmſtade would 
willingly haue the Siſter of the Eleftor of Saxopy, 
which was marcied with the Duke of Pomeren. - 

Although they wrote here before from Pies, 
that Bethlem Gabor was very weake, and. that the 
Emperour would quite roote him out ; they writ | 
now thence, thathe will not make peace with the 
Emperour, vnleſſe he will pay a great ſumme of 
money vato him, and grant him all the Townes vp= 
on the Mountaines ; and banniſh the Ieſuites out of 
Hungary, and reſtore to him the two Dukedomes in 
Sue fie, namely, Racibar and Oppelen,and condeſcend 
alſo to diuers other pojars which he demanderh, 

We heare yet nothing of the remouing of the

Corcerning the Commiſhoners which were ap- 
pointed inthe Palatipate to receiue the reucnewes 
of theland, and to pay the Penfions,and otherchar- 
ges, they haue nothing moreto doe; for both the 
Spaniſh, and the Bauarians haue taken the ready 
monies from them as well at A/tzy asat Nede/bere, 
and lookt their bookes ouer. They take now many - 
times the Mayors priſoners, .and keepe them vntill 
the people where they dwell pay ſuch fummes

It goeth in the Palatinate dayly worſe and worſe.

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It is rumored inthe Land of Heſs, that Moyſicur

manner of victuals is almoſt conſumed inthe land of 
Heſien,that he will inquarter them in the Land of the 
Dukedome of Brunſwicke. And concerning Dor 
Cordua (who is now reaſonable well) it is reported 
that he hath giucn order to his forces to goec into the 
Biſhopricke of Mi#der to inquarter them there, and 
in other places about it. Anditis to bee feared that 
the Imperialiſts and the Spaniſh will yet vſc ſome 
ſtcatagem or other vpon rhe lower Circuit of Sax02y, 
who could cafilic haue preucted it when it was time . 
But before I make an end of the affaires of Serma- 
ay, I will not leaue to relate that which is happened

his lands, for this Will was cuen by the conſent and 
approbation of one of the former Emperours made, 
And his friends ſent therefore only authenticall Co- 
pies to the Duke, andheſhewing his rightto them, 
hoped dayly to'come toa good end. But the Com- 
miffioners haue now within this month referred him 
to the 1nfanta at Bruſſels by a letter ſigned by them 
both,and was direQed to the Duke Lodowike Philips 
Count Palatine, and for more fſatisfaQion of therea- 
der, we will annex herets the tranſlation out of atrue 
Copy of it which was written in the Germaye tongue, 
which we hauc followed as ncere as can be. 


After the offer of our friendly ſeruice, & ef whar- 
ſoeuer we can do both by our lives and goods, High 
borne Prince,and eſpeciall, and deare friend, Lord, 
Son,and C oufin, you ſhall bee pleaſed to vnderſiand 
that we hauereceiued your letter dated the 5 of this 
moneth at Colez on the Sprew, in whici: you wrote ar 
large how that by reaſon of your alimentation, the 
Emperor our moſt mercifull Lord ſhould baue char- 
ped vs with an Imperiall Commifhon, and you defi. 
red vs therefore friendly to remember you. Now we 
cannot deny that wee had not from the moſt high 
mentioned Imperiall Maicſty vpen the Jaſt of Ianu- 
ary (in the beginning of the yeare 1623)an Imperiall 
letter wherby we were ny commadcd to look 
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1nto your uſe; that you might thereupon receiue 
as well that which is already behinde, as that which is 
ro fall, and maintaine your princely State as is fitting, 
Bi&eing that your Lands are not in our hands, but 
inthe hands and pow:r of the Illuſtrious 7-fazt4,and 
that thereby the afore mentioned alimentation is ra- 
ther in her then in our diſpoſition , wee haue excuſed 
our {clues moſt obediently by this reaſon, vnto his 
Imperiall Maicfty. But we doubt not, ſeeing that the 
Empecrorhath ſent the like writing in yGur behalfe, to 
the high mentioned 7»fanta: but you ſhall conſider 
andlearne, what the fore mentioned Imperiall com- 
mand containerh at large. 

We could notleaue to acquaint you friendly with 
this, and are ready to ſerue and pleaſe you.

From Amſterdam, March 26, 

We haue here tidings how that the Count of 47. 
hault camelatcly vpon the Confines of Bremer, and 
_ thac the Magiſtrate of the City oftered him an hun- 
dreth meaſures of Oates, if he would retreat thence. 
But he gauc him this gnſwer , That he had occaſion 
to tary there yet a while. The Magiſtrate hauing 
heard this anſwer , leauied preſently ſome ſouldiers, 
and {aid them vpon the paſlages ro hinder his ap 
proach towards the City, and wrote preſcntly to ſe- 
uerall Hans rownes,with whom they are inleague,to 
bauc their aduice and aide if ic ſhould be required. 
But before they could haue an anſwer, the weather 
changed in ſuch manner that hee was forced to re- 
mooue ſuddenly, and defired them aaþBremen to 
giuc the Oates vnto him which they offered before. 
But they told him, thathee might haue taken them 
when they were offered, and that they had ſince ale. 
red their reſolution. Hereupon he went away with- 
out asking any more for the Oates. 

Now atthis inſtant here is tydings from Arnhers, 
that ſome of our horſe haue taken 40000 crownes , 
that went with a conuoy from Weſel rowards Lingez., 
We expect the particulars of it with the next Poſt, 

The King of Denmarke hath likewiſe (as they write 
from Coppenhagen) gotten arich myne in Norway, 
both of {ilner and gold, and ſome of itchat was tried 
at Coppenhagen, yeelded fiſty,ſixty, and fixty foure ia 
the hundred, i 
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Since the Engliſh, French, and Deaniſk ſhips have 
beene ftaied in Spaine,thetrafficke is there mightily, 
decreaſed. | 

We vnderſtand out of France,that the King hath 
baniſhed from his Court, both his Confeſlor, & the 
Icſuite Sigerar; and likewiſe cauſed ſome other to be 
clapt vp, by reaſon of their ſlanders which they hauc 
inuented againſt the Proteſtants, 

The Palace which the Prince of Orange had at 
Bruſſels is burnt downe to the gfownd, by meanes of 
a Cardinal, which would not at the beginning ſuffer 
the people ro come in to quench the fire. 

We vnderſtand that Captain 92u4ff, of Enchuyſen, 
hath lately taken a Knight (which was a Croiſade) 
who is to pay him well for his ranſome. 

They of 0fſtend are againe with great ſpeed making 
ſome ſhips ready. The high and mighty Lords,the 
States genggall of theſe vnited Prouinces, are daily 
conſulting With the Prince of Orenge,vpon the war- 
like affaires of theſe lands, and it is generally thought 
that ſhortly there ſhall many be leauied, as well for 
water as land ſeruice. 

The Weſt India Company 1s met.to confer toge- 
rher,to conclude vpon ſuch points as ſhal be thoghr 
to conduce to the good of theſe lands,& Company. 

The Prior which the Lord of Xeſſel{ ſent from 
Heuſdento the Hage, is now ſhortly to be examined. 
The States of the vnited Provinces haue lately gi- 
- uen the Dukedome of Gulicke at apriceto their Sol- 
dicrs.\herupon Count Henry of Naſſaw, with ſome 
thouſands of men,made an inroadc,puting all to fire 
& {word that belonged to C. Henry F anden Bergen.
